Retired Veterinarian found 


dead in Boyne City

BOYNE CITY - Police 
have identified the body 
of a man found dead in 
the yard outside a home 
in Boyne City last week 
and believe the death was 
accidental. 

Boyne City Police Chief 
Jeff Gaither said an indi- 
vidual called 911 around 12:30 pm 
on Wednesday, December 7 to re- 
port finding a deceased man with 
what appeared to be a gunshot 
wound in the yard of a home at 
408 S. Park Street in Boyne City. 

Officers arrived and deter- 
mined the body to be that of 79- 
year-old Robert McGarva, who 
lived a few blocks from the scene. 
He was said to have been wearing 
no clothes or shoes and had nu- 
merous cuts and bruises. 

Investigators from the Boyne 
City Police Department, Michi- 
gan State Police and Charlevoix 
County medical examiner Kathy 
Wonski determined there was no 
gunshot wound on McGarva’s

the result of a head injury 
he suffered after a fall. 

“We are no longer calling 
this suspicious as it ap- 
pears to be an accidental 
death,” Gaither said. 

However, according toa 
press release from the 
Boyne City Police Depart- 
ment, the investigation into 
McGarva’s death is ongo- 
ing and his body was taken to 
Grand Rapids for an autopsy. 

McGarva was well-known in 
Boyne City as its long-time local 
veterinarian. After retiring, he 
lived in a senior community and 
was often seen walking along 
Park Street where his body was 
found. 

He was also often seen walking 
to First Presbyterian Church in 
Boyne City, where he was a mem- 
ber and ordained elder, said Rev- 
erend Elizabeth Broschart. 

“He played a strong role in the 
worship life of the community 
but I think most importantly he 
was a good friend to many,” she 
said.

Boyne ome awarded grants 


Continued work by the City of 
Boyne City has literally paid off with 
several grants that have recently been 
awarded to it. 

Before sunrise, at around 5:30 a.m. 
Wednesday morning, December 7th, 
six members of the Boyne community 
left to appear before the Michigan Nat- 
ural Resources Trust Fund (MNRTF) 
Board at their annual grant award de- 
ciding meeting in Lansing. Traveling 
to Lansing were Boyne City Mayor 
Tom Neidhamer, Commissioner Hugh 
Conklin, City Manager Michael Cain, 
Boyne City School Board President 
Ken Schrader, Boyne Area Chamber 
of Commerce Board President and 
Boyne Mountain Food and Beverage 
Manager Michael Doumanian and 
Chamber Executive Director Ashley 
Cousens. They were joined at the 
meeting by State Senator Wayne 
Schmidt and Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy Executive Director Tom Bailey 
who joined Mayor Neidhamer in ex- 
pressing their support of a grant to 
help purchase the Lake Charlevoix 
Open Space property located at 475 
North Lake Street. 

After presentations to the MNRTF 
Board, it approved a motion making 
additional income they had received 
thru the year available to help fund 
both property acquisition and site de- 
velopment grants. In doing so the 
board was able to fund all active prop- 
erty acquisition requests statewide 
and many more site development proj- 
ects. 

The MNRTF, which is celebrating 
its 40th anniversary in 2016, is prima- 
rily funded by gas and oil lease rev- 
enue generated on State of Michigan 
lands. Two projects applied for by 
Boyne City were funded. Up to $2.4 
million dollars was approved to help 
purchase the Open Space property

and another $300,000 was approved to 
help build the first phase of the Boyne 
Valley non-motorized Trailway from 
the Boyne City Airport to Boyne Falls. 

Funding for the MNRTF Board’s 
recommended projects next goes be- 
fore the State legislature for final ap- 
proval. Much additional local work 
such as providing appraisals and de- 
veloping more detailed plans for the 
trails will be taking place well into 
2017 in the months ahead. 

In addition to those sizable awards, 
Boyne City received a check for 
$35,218 for improvements funded by 
the mParks recreation program at Wa- 
terworks and Avalanche Parks. Some 
of those improvements, such as a new 
trail linking the two properties have 
been fully completed while others will 
be finalized in the spring. 

On Monday of this week Boyne City 
was notified that it received a $47,500 


grant from the Great Lakes Fishery 
Trust to help Catt Development de- 
velop a new proposed public fishing 
pier at the west end of the Water 
Street walkway. The pier is expected 
to be constructed in 2017. 

In addition the City of Boyne City 
appears to be in line for an additional 
$4,000 tree planting grant from DTE 
Energy. Paperwork has been submit- 
ted and is awaiting final approval. 

In a little over two weeks just over 
up to 2.8 million dollars in grant funds 
have been received, awarded or 
pledged to the City of Boyne City. 
These five grants have taken months 
and in some cases years to get to these 
points and while much work remains 
to bring them to final completion the 
efforts to date will bring long term 
benefits to residents and visitors to 
the region for years to come.

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Boyne City man 
found guilty of 
voluntary 
manslaughter, 
but mentally ill

CHARLEVOIX - After seven 
hours of de- 
liberation, a 
jury in 
Charlevoix 
County Cir- 
cuit Court 
last week 
found a Bay 
Township 
man guilty 
but mentally ill of voluntary 
manslaughter for killing his 
childhood friend in 2015. 

Charlevoix Prosecuting At- 
torney Allen Telgenhof said 
Matthew Mark Fruge, 35, of 
Boyne City was found guilty 
but mentally ill of voluntary 
manslaughter on December 8 
after a seven day-long trial 
that began November 28 be- 
fore Judge Roy C. Hayes. 

Fruge had been charged 
with open murder in the stab- 
bing of death his friend, 34- 
year-old Jacob Daniel 
Conklin-who he had known 
since middle school-in an inci- 
dent that occurred outside 
Fruge’s home on October 1, 
2015 at the Villa de Charlevoix 
near Horton Bay. 

According to a police affi- 
davit, witnesses told police 
they found Fruge outside the 
home on top of Conklin and 
pushed him off to find Conklin 
bleeding heavily from the neck 
with a knife on the ground 
next to him. 

Telgenhof said the nine 
man, five woman jury heard 
testimony from 15 witnesses 
during Fruge’s trial, including 
experts in forensic pathology, 
forensic psychology and toxi- 
cology. 

The prosecutor explained in 
a press release how he pre- 
sented 13 of those witnesses in 
effort to lay out a case “that

East Jordan teen dies in 


car crash on

An East Jordan teenager 
has died from injuries she 
sustained in a two-car 
crash along M-66 last week 
after spending time on life 
support to allow for organ 
donation. 

Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff Don Schneider said the 
accident occurred around 
9:30 a.m. Thursday, Decem- 
ber 9, as Kayla Clark, 17, of 
East Jordan was traveling 
northbound on M-66 and 
lost control of her 1994 
Jeep Wrangler under icy 
conditions near Lord Road 
next to Elm Pointe. She 
crashed into a 2014 Dodge 
Caravan driven by David 
Schwab, 46, of Holt, who 
was headed southbound. 

Clark was transported to 
Northern McLaren Michi- 
gan Hospital in Petoskey, 
where her family said she 
was later put on life sup- 
port to allow time for organ 
donation. 

“T’m proud that this is 
what she would want,” said 
Danielle Clark, Kayla’s 
mother, in a media state- 
ment, “But it’s the hardest 
thing that a parent has to 
go through.” 

Kayla’s mother and fa- 
ther, Ryan Clark, said sign- 
ing up to be an organ donor 
was true to their daugh- 
ter’s generous spirit and 
kind and loving nature.

MDOT plow data drives faster snow and ice removal 


Connected vehicle technol- 
ogy is helping MDOT clear 
snow and ice from roadways 
faster — making winter a lit- 
tle easier for drivers and sav- 
ing taxpayers money. MDOT 
started installing GPS-based 
automatic vehicle location 
(AVL) devices on its winter 
road maintenance equipment 
in 2013. These systems report 
where each truck is, and they 
gather data from other sen- 
sors to report details like at- 
mospheric conditions, camera 
images, and speed and salt ap- 
plication rates for each vehi- 
cle. 

MDOT feeds that informa- 
tion, plus additional pavement 
and weather data and fore- 
casts, into its maintenance de- 
cision support system (MDSS), 
which it uses to better plan for 
winter storms. It’s a powerful 
combination for managing 
plowing and salting opera- 
tions. 

“Monitoring snowplow 
speeds and material applica- 
tion helps us apply efficient 
salting practices,” said 
Melissa Howe, region support 
engineer for MDOT’s Mainte- 
nance Field Services Section. 
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showed Conklin was a friend 
of Fruge’s who had just ar- 
rived in Charlevoix County, 
from his Florida home, a day 
earlier, on September 30.

“Maintenance supervisors 
can also easily adjust shifts 
based on the timing of a storm 
so we have plows on the roads 
precisely when they’re 
needed, adding people proac- 
tively rather than reactively.”’ 

MDOT has installed 
AVL/GPS on all of its plows 
and some county road com- 
missions are also using the 
technology. With multiple sys- 
tems in use, MDOT and coun- 
ties are collectively 
researching how to expand 
the deployment of this tech- 
nology while coordinating and 
standardizing its use. 

AVL and MDSS have helped 
MDOT reduce salt consump- 
tion, contributing to an esti- 
mated 2.2 percent increase in 
efficiency. MDOT spends 
about $30 million on salt in an 
average year, so even modest 
reductions in salt use save a 
lot of money. There’s more to 
come: MDOT operations and 
maintenance engineers have 
improved the system interface 
to show more detail and more 
accurate locations, and they 
expect even greater efficien- 
cies as MDOT gains experi- 
ence with the system. 


to his driveway and stabbed 
Conklin ten times in the neck, 
shoulder and head, severing 
both carotid arteries and the 
jugular vein.” 

A pathologist testified that 
Conklin died within minutes, 
Telgenhof said. 

Fruge’s defense attorney, 
Bryan Klawuhn of Petoskey, 
argued his client had been 
ruled mentally insane in the 
past and was suffering from 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
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With cost-savings and safety 
in mind, MDOT promotes a 
number of best practices to 
boost salt use efficiency dur- 
ing winter maintenance. The 
department is encouraging its 
drivers to drive slower when 
possible while applying salt so 
more stays on the road. MDOT 
is also investigating new appli- 
cation systems to keep the salt 
from bouncing out of driving 
lanes. Other “sensible salting” 
solutions include setting ap- 
plication guidelines for winter 
conditions, using weather sta- 
tions to better target areas 
that will benefit most from 
salt, and pre-wetting the salt 
so it sticks to the road and 
starts working faster. 

In the interest of safety, 
there are some times when 
MDOT and its contract county 
road commissions and munic- 
ipal public works departments 
will hold off on the salt. Dur- 
ing normal winter conditions, 
when temperatures are be- 
tween 20 and 30 degrees, salt 
works great for melting snow 
and ice so plows can more eas- 
ily blade it from the roadway. 
Below 20 degrees, however, 
and salt takes longer to work, 


from experiences he had dur- 
ing two tours of deployment 
in Iraq. 

“This was a very difficult 
case for all concerned,” Tel- 
genhof said, “These men were 
friends and their families 
knew each other.

and may increase the speed at 
which roads refreeze. Below 
10 degrees, the roads refreeze 
even faster, making them icier 
and slipperier than if salt had- 
n’t been applied in the first 
place. In those conditions, it’s 
safer to use sand instead. 

Working together with its 
county road commission part- 
ners on a number of fronts, 
MDOT will continue to im- 
prove the way it responds to 
winter’s annual snowy, icy at- 
tack on Michigan roads. The 
goal is safer driving and cost- 
savings for Michigan taxpay- 
ers.

Telgenhof also praised the 
professionalism of those in 
the Charlevoix County Sher- 
iff's Department, the Michi- 
gan State and the Boyne City 
Police Department for their 
work on the case.
